THE PRESS AND POLITICS 


Addressing a public meeting 
“in Calgary last week, Hon, Alex. 
Ross complained of the attitude 
of the party press toward the 
Greenfield government, Private 
mmbers in the housé who are 
supporters of the government, 
have also made similar. com- 
plaints from time to time. They 
, claim that the mistakes of the 
government and the speeches oi 
vupposition members are” played 
up in bold type in these papers, 
while the popular legislation en- 
acted by the government and the 
speeches of its supportrs in the 
house are either not referred tc 
at all or put in obscure corners 
of the papers. 

While there may be some 
ground for this complaint in con- 
nection with the larger city dail- 
ies, no such charge can be laid at 
the door of the weekly press of 
this province. On the whole this 
province can boast of the best 
and most up-to-date 16t of week- 
ly papers of, any province in the 
dominion. They are largely own- 
ed by individuals who are active- 
ly engaged in the running of 
them as a business out of which 
they make their living. With 
few exceptions their columns are 
absolutely independent in politics 
.giving either credit or criticism 
to any government where, in the 
opinion of the editor, either is 
due. For this reason it tannot be 
charged that they are either 
owned or controled by any politi- 
cal party, but rather out and out 

; in support of any legislation 
which, in their opinion, is for the 
improvement of conditions gen- 
erally. A striking example of 
this is to be found in the unani- 

* mous manner in which the week- 
ly press of the province support- 

ed the wheat pool movement. 

There is no doubt that the atti-

CAPITAL OF ICELAND 
IS BECOMING MODER 


“Great Changes Have Taken Place In 
ee Recent Years 

teykjavik, the capital of Iceland, is 
looking up, falling into step with the 
modern world. The city fathers are 
about to pipe the waters of the gey 
sers into town, to heat the buildings, 
to supply the laundries and for hy: 
gienic purposes, as these volcanic 
springs. are sulpburous and radio-ac- 
tive. When Lord Bryce visited Ice 
land in 1872 Reykjavik Was a forlorn 
place, with a population of 1,800 and 
ihe most primitive of accommodations. 
It did, indeed, have one policeman, 
but he seemed to be superfluous, there 
being no criminals to apprehend and 
only two lawyers to stir up litigation. 
However, by 1900 Reykjavik was be 
coming metropolitan in a sense, ac- 
cording to the universal Karl Baedé 
ker, It then had 10,300 people and 
two hotels, the island and the Reyk- 
javik—‘no spirituous Hquors at the 
former.” Also two bookshops, photo- 
graphic studios and shops retailing 

-jewels and antiques. There was at 
least one handsome street, Austur- 
troeti. 

The booinat Reykjavik set in when 
DenMmakk ecranted the country self-gov- 
ernment. “Dr, Jolm Stefansson, writ 
ing about the island in 1902, said that 
the revenue was six times as large as 


it Was in 1874, that there was no 
debi, and a surplus of 1,000,000 
crowns. More money ahd been ex- 


pended on the roads since that’ yeat 
“than in allethe centuries before.”. In 
1874 the old Parliament was. re-estab- 
lished. Now Reykjavik is to have 
natural hot water on tap. It will not 
be necessary for the women to go a 
mile from town to do their washing 
‘at the publié- laundries, where the 
water boils up through the lava. 


Reykjavik has long had telegraphic 
connection with Denmark and Great 


. Britain. Of courseit has radio today 
and moving pictures. It. still lacks 
modern hetel. accommodations, but if 
the city fathers persevere 
purpose hot witer will never fail the 
tourist in Ube three months of summer 
(mean temperature 53 degrees Fahren- 
helt).

Nearly all of Siberia is under con- 
trol of the Soviet Government, and 
members. of the crew reported that 
much confusion exists.
